_ WHERE YOU SAVE MONEY 
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A History of Coal 
Mining in Altona 


Written by ALLAN J. CLARK, 

Hon. Secretary of the Altona Historical Society 

Mining activities were limited by lack of markets 
for the coal. The rise of Morwell loomed ominously 
and in 1919 the death knell of Altona brown coal 
mining was sounded when the State Electricity Com- 
mission recommended the opening of the Morwell mine. 
However brown coal in Altona died hard and attempts 





(all abortive) to revive the industry took place up to 


as late as 1950.

The results proved 
satisfactory’ and .cheaper- 


than black coal alone’, 

Some coal was also bag- 
ged and sold to market 
gardeners in the Moorab- 
bin district who used it as 
a mulch but this was only 
a small venture. 

Coal also was sold to lo- 
cal residents for 2/6 (25c) 
a dray (cart) load (as much 
as they could carry). 
seems that quite a num- 
ber of Altona residents of 


“that time used brown coal 


for heating on an_ open 
fire. It was satisfactory 
for this purpose after be- 
ing partly dried, but was 
not suitable for small 
closed fires (stoves). 


WHY THE FAILURE 


In spite of all this, how- 

ever the colliery failed to 
obtain enough of the ‘com- 
mercial market to continue. 
_Brown coal was  essen- 
tially a new fuel. 

Up to this stage it had 
never been placed on the 
Australian market in large 
quantities. It needed to be 
handled much more care- 
fully than black coal, and 
was quite unattractive in 
appearance. The State Elec- 
tricity Commission —_ has 
stated that brown coal, as 
a fuel for industry, never 
came into its own until 
marketed as briquettes.
